This would suggest that the men were in 
Goyernmont employ,’ bué such is nob 
the case; they ard employed hy the 
contractor who has muderiaken to build 
the linc. What will be.the official attitude 
towards this innovation? Everybody ia 
familiar with Impefinl Ordinance 352 
issued in the year 1899, ivhich practically 
vetoes the employment of forcign Inbourers 
outside tho limits defined by the old 
treaties, unless previous sanction has been 
obtained from the’Governor of the prefee- 
turo concerned. It appears that no 
«uch sanction has been obtained from 
the Governor of Kagoshima, and there 
will devolve upon him the duty of 
solving somewhat dificult problem, 
He cannot consent in the faco of 
Ordinanco 352, ‘and if he withholds his 
sanction, tlio world will inovitably say that 
Japan herself is doing to others’ precisely 
whatshe complains of them doing to her. 
Thua far only two of the leading papers of 
Tokyo havo discussed the matter. One is 
the “ Maimchi Dempo,” which, although 
it docs not speak in very. emphatic 

must novertheless be construed 


to be objected to. 
numerous instances in Japan itself as well 
as in other countries of consternation caused 
amongst tho labouring class by innovations 
which threatened to deprive them of work, 
but in every instance such ‘fe have 
proved groundless. What contributes.-to 
the prosperity of the community in general 
must be welcomed without roference to its 
immediate offects upon avy one section 
of it.
